Siatute In California And 
2] Other States Is Ruled 
unconstitutional In Test 


WASHINGTON, (tP) — The su- 
preme court today declared Califor- 
nia’s anti-migrant law unconstitu- 
tional, in a decision affecting valid- 
ity of similar statutes in 27 other 
states. 

History of Case 

SACRAMENTO, (lP—The U. Ss, 
Supreme court test of California’s 
anti-migrant law arose from a com- 
plaint brought against Fred F. Ed- 
wards, former religious worker at 
a farm security camp near Marys- 
ville, by a special investigator for 
, the state controller’s office. 

He was cherged with using a state 
relief benefit to make a trip to Tex- 
as to bring his sister, brother-in-law 
and their daughter to California, 
Where, it was alleged, they were 
placed on WPA rolls. 

The law designed to halt migra- 
tions of indigents into California 
was adopted in 1933. Edwards was 
the first person known to have been 
charged with violation of the sta- 
tute. The American Civil Liberties 
Union backed him in the legal bat- 
tle which Jed to the U. S. supreme 
court.

TOAST TO PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT AT 


BANQUET IN KREMLIN

MANILA, P. I., (Uncensored) (UP) 
—Josef V. Stalin stood at the head 
of a banquet table around which 
American and British guests were 
gathered in the Kremlin one night 
last month and raised his glass for 
a toast to President Rooseevlt. 

“May God help him in his task,” 
said Stalin, the leader of godless 
Russia. 

The words—uttered in Russian— 
were the big moment of an extra- 
ordinary evening in the Kremlin, 
where Stalin for seven hours was 
host to the members of the Ameri- 
can.and British commissions that 
had successfully concluded arrange- 
ments for sending supplies to the 
Red army. They had heard of Sta- 
lin as a “man of steel” and a ruth- 
less dictator but under the great 
chandeliers of the old fortress he 
impressed one American offiical as 
“a nice old gentleman.” 

His toast invoking God’s blessing 
Startled some of the guests. 

Constantin Oumansky, former 
ambassador to Washington, trans- 
lated the toast into English. Some 
of the deelgates checked the trans- 
lation_with their Russian neigh- 
bors and were told that it was cor- 
rect, 

Stalin was educated in the or- 
thodox priesthood and frequently 
lapses into Biblical phraseology; 
even more frequently than did Len- 
in. But the delegates agreed that a 
man like Stalin had not made a 
mere slip of the tongue. They point- 
ed out that a controversy had brok- 
en out in the United States re- 
garding the Soviets attitude toward 
religion. President Roosevelt had 
been under fire for saying the So- 
viet constitution guaranteed free- 
dom of religion. 

The delegates \pelieved, therefore, 
that Stalin's toast was aimed at 
the United States, but at the Unit- 
ed States President instead of the 
American public. Stalin knew that 
it would be repeated by the dele-

At the banquet, Stalin wore the 
semi-military costume which he has 
worn since he was a revolutionary 
political commissar—gray tunic 
gray trousers tucked into the boots 
of an army private. 

When he first entered he strolled 
around until he came upon Lieut. 
Clinton L. Olson, of Stanford Uni- 
versity, Cal., who is with the lend- 
lease commission in Kuibyshev at 
present. Stalin looked at the star 
on Olson’s sleeve, nothing that in 
Russia only a marshal wears a star. 

“You look very young to be a 
marshal,” he said, his face crink- 
ling into a smile.
